•Bickering of the munitions hoard 
over prices also caused delay, Cro­ 
zier said. This board since replaced 
by the war industries board, several 
times did not agree on a fair price 
on certain equipment.

Panam a, 
describes a trip he and a few other 
soldiers made to a historic Spanish 
town in Panam a where Fort Puerto 
Bello is situated. 
Taylor enlisted 
in the coast artillery last 
summer 
and has been in Panam a for some 
time. 
His letter follow s: 
Having received transportation in 
motor boat, fifteen other soldiers 
and myself begin our interesting trip 
to the old historic Spanish town and 
Fort of Puerto Bello, which is lo­ 
cated about tw enty-eight miles from 
Galeta island, Republic of Panam a. 
We started our journey a t 8:30 o’- 
clo<*k on Sunday morning, arriving 
at Puerto Bello about 10:30. 
Luckily the sea was calm and the 
weather was nice and clear, afford­ 
ing us great opportunity to view the 
beautiful mountain scenery along the 
coast. 
A fter disembarking at 
an 
old rotted down dock just across the 
bay from Puerto Bello, we proceed­ 
ed along the shore at the heels of 
our guide, in a direction of the trail 
which 
would lead 
us to the fort. 
A rter some little difficulty we found 
the old trail, it ran up the mountain 
side in a zigzag fashion. 
We fol- 
owcd it picking our way through the 
underbrush until we found ourselves 
inside 
o f an inclosure 
surrounded 
ly old stone walls overgrown with 
vines and shrubbery. 
Looking 
around I saw 
several 
grave mounds, which were probably 
the resting places of soldiers who 
had been buried there while under 
fire. 
Having explored a little fu rth ­ 
er we found an old dungeon, we en­ 
tered a trench which led us up the 
mountain side quite a distance and 
finally term inated at the top of the 
knoll which was level. 
This proved to be the fort’s guns 
positions, as there were several old 
rusty cannon 
laying where 
their 
caisson had rotted from under thpui. 
We found them to be about ."> iijcli 


g u n s . 
They had been placed in such 
a position a s to command the bay 


great advantage in case of attadk. 
This old fort is so completely bidden 
from view by foliage 'that a person 
who had never visited it could pass 
within 20 veards and never be aw are 
of its presence. 
History states that it was built 
by the old Spanish sea pirate, M or­ 
gan for the purpose of capturing the 
t oil of Puerto Bello across 'the bay, 
and was built in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury. 
We embarked in our boat and 
crossed to Puerto Bello, which con­ 
sists of three stores and about one 


hundred inhabitants, mostly 
negro 
natives. 
A fter satisfying our hung­ 
er with fruit which we purchased 
from the natives at a very reason­ 
able price, we proceeded to explore 
the old fort, 
i t proved to be much 
larger arid stronger fortified than the 
one which I have alraedy spoken of. 
it was constructed of the same 
material as the 
other, corral roof 
and stone, 
lls armament consisted 
of some twenty guns, 5 and 6 inch. 
We found here two old underground 
dungeons about the same in appear­ 
ance as the one at 'the other fort. 


The 
old 
barracks and 
Cathood 
church 
were still 
standing, 
Hie 
church being very beautiful inside. 
One of the most interesting sig ils 
was the Erasers trad built by slaves 
under Morgan. 
It runs from Puerto 
Bello across the mountain to P an ­ 
ama City. 
It was paved with stone. 
Tbs being the last place 
worth 
observing and the day drawing to a 
close, we embarked and started our 
journey home arriving at fi:3t> p. in. 
very tired, hut satisfied with our 
days sightseeing of ancient Puerto 
Bello.
